The disease Is evidently Infectious In 
character and attacks young pigs any 
time from birth until six weeks old. 
The symptoms are

follows:

by much bent and swelling of the 
parts, and the latter thick

ONE WOMAN'S SUCCESS. 


How She Made Good Money 
With 


Her Flock of Hens. 


At n recent farmers' Institute nt 


Avoca, N. Y.. Mrs. Flllmore Btllngs. 
& farm woman, read the 
following 


1 nper on how she cared for her fowls 
nnd the profit she realized from them 
the past year: 


"I have had some experience wltli 


poultry, as I have bad the care of u 
liock of hens for the last twenty years 
with good success. We Tteep about 
200 hens. I raise 100 to 200 chickens 
every year, hatching nnd raising them 
with hens. My way for the caring for 
the chickens Is this: 
I do not feet 


them anything until they are twenty 
four or twenty-six hours old nnd then 
feed them bread soaked In water for 
about a week. After that 
I 
bake 


cornmeul In a Johnnycake and soak 
that and feed tlve times a day untl 
they are about tlve weeks old. Then 
I feed wheat screenings or whole 
wheat, always giving them plenty of 
fresh water or sweet milk to drink 
In caring for them that way. the loss 
from sickness Is very small. Some 
times the crows or hawks will catcli 
some of them. 


"My way for caring of the hen Is: 


In the winter I feed a warm feed 
every morning of bran with some 
meat mixed with It. 
either 
deslc- 


nted flsh or boiled beef nnd bone." us. 
ing seven parts of bran to one of 
the meat fend, mixed with hot water 
nnd fed while warm. At noon feed 
corn or wheat, nnd if they need more 
feed more feed corn again at night 
Always have a box of crushed oyster 
shells where they can gel them when 
they wanted them, and give them all 
the fresn water that they want Two 
or three times a week I feed some 
vegetable food, cabbage or apples. If 
we have them, or potato parings We 
keep our heus shut up In the winter, 
unless It Is very warm. Don't for- 
got that you must have a warm, dry 
place for them. 


"In the summer they run where 


they please, with the exception of 
the garden. They an? fed every day 
of the year all they will ent.

MAKING WIRE NAILS 


Eleven Machines Kept 
Busy 
Con- 


stantly in the Jnnesville Barb 


Wire Company's Factory. 


Did you ever visit a. nnll 
factory 


when; there are machines each mnk 
ing nails BH rapidly as yon can tap 
your linger on the top of a table? 
Such a scene tjm bu seen on South 
River street at the plant of the Janes- 
vllle Barh Wire Co., where eleven of 
these machines are busily engaged In 
turnlngj out the wire nails 
so es 


sentlal for a thousand different uses. 


These nail making machines 
are 


located in the River street end of 
the large building of the Barb 
Co., which 
occupies a half 


hounded by Ulver. Franklin 
School streets, and they make such 
ti nols!; that you can hardly 
hoar 


yourself think. 


Every size, of nail Is made, from 


the sixty penny down to the lath and 
shingle nnll. 
The wire from 
which 


the nails are made comes from Chica- 
go. I'lttsburg and other eastern points 
The wire comes in colls about two 
feet In diameter and weighs from ICO 
to -00 pounds each. 
A coll Is plac- 


ed on a spindle about four feet high 
and one end of the wire fed Into the 
machine, which under the watchful 
eye of an operator -makes the nails 
and drops them Into n box faster than 
you can count them., 


When ten or twelve of these boxes, 


which hold about a bushel each, are 
filled, they are emptied Into a large 
hollow cylinder. 
A quantity of saw- 


dust Is thrown In. the cylinder dos- 
ed and made to revolve rapidly for 
about half an hour, the nails and saw 
dust mingling and constantly tumb- 
ling. 
Tills process causes the bright 


polish on the nails that makes them 
attractive to the eye. 


When the nails are sufficiently pol- 


ishod they are dumped on the floor. 
A workman partly lllls a keg, places 
the keg on scales and fills In until 
100 pounds of nails are In the keg. 
which Is headed up, stenciled and 
pinned In the store room. 
The eleven machines turn out from 


130 to 140 kegs of nails each 
day.

nails.
